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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections • 35 USC § 102 

The following Is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitlecl to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21 (2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 6 and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being clearly anticipated 
by Gammack(6835222). 

Gammack teaches an electric vacuum cleaner(not shown) comprising an electric 
blower for generating a suction air stream, a dirt separation member(312) for separating 
and collecting therein dirt particles from the suction air stream, a centrifugal separation 
member(33) for centrifugally separating remaining dirt particles from a suctioned air 
stream that has passed through the dirt separation member, the centrifugal separation 
member being disposed in the dirt separation member(figure 4a), wherein the 
centrifugal separation member has an inlet port(324) into which the remaining dirt 
particles and the suctioned air stream are introduced, and an air stream guide portion( 
depending tube 322b) provided near the inlet port to direct the suctioned air stream to 
the inlet port. Gammack further teaches wherein the air stream guide portion runs 
substantially parallel to a direction of the suctioned air stream having passed through 
the dirt separation member. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 4,5,7, and 8 are allowed.
